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RESTORING THE LANDS. 
Secretary Lamar Issues an Order in Regard 
to Railroad Grants. 
Wasurngron, August 15.—Secretary Lamar 
today revoked the order of withdrawal of in- 
demnity lands for the benefit ef the Atlantic and 
Pacific railroad company and in a letter to the 
commissioner of the general land office, direc- 
ted that these indemnity lands be restored to 
settlement under the preemption and home- 
stead laws, stated that between 25,000,000 and 
30,000,000 acres are involved in this case of the 
Atlantic and Pacific company alone. 
The above order also applies 
to all of the other railroads’ named 
in the secretary's rules of May 23rd last, except 
the St Pan}, Minneapolis and Manitoba,Hasting 
and Dakota; St Paul and Sioux City; Sioux 
City and St. Paul, and Winonaand St. Peter.

the Contracts for Their 


Construction. 

WaAsuiInoton, August 15.—The secretary of 
the navy today awarded the contracts for the 
construction of the five new naval-vessels, for 
which bids were offered recently. 

Cruiser No. 1—the Newark—is awarded to 
Crump & Sons for $1,248,000, according to the 
department plans for machinery. Cruiser No. 
},to Crump: & Sons, contractors’ plans, for 
$1,350,000. Cruiser No. 5, the Union Iron 
works. of San Francisco, department’s plans 
for hull and machinery, for $1,428,000, 
and two gun boats, Nos. 3 and 4, 

nN. 2. Palmer, fi, 0, CO 
York, Roach’s assignees, at $490,000 

The Crumps’ bid for cruiser No. 5 was 
£18,000 lower than the San Francisco bid. In 
referring the bids to the president Secretary 
Whitney calls attention to the fact, and says: 

You are to say whether from the bidding it ap- 
pears that the bid of the Union Iron works is a fair 
price forthe work. It was ciearly not intended 
that the lowest bidder should necessarily be entitled 
to the contract, for this rule was easy to siate and 
had been the law in previous cases, On the contrary, 
conezres apparently bad in view the difference in 
the conditions of the ditierent parts of the country 
for this work, and intended to permit the president 
to consider the differences in determining upon 
what should be deemed a fairprice. This difference 
of $18,000 in the bids will not cover the 
difference in freight against California upon the 
materials necessary at the present time, to be pur- 
cl axed in the east. 

L'pon this letter the president made the fol- 
lowing indorsement:

An Impudent Negro Enrages 
Montgomery.

ALLEGED CAUSE OF HIS OFFENDING. 


A Committee of Fifteen Falls to Find Him— 
Hie Leaves the City in Advance of 
the Impending Storm, 


Montoomery, Ala., August 15.—[Special.] 
There has been terrible excitement brewing 
here today among old as well as young, which 
has withdrawn attention from the great sensa- 
tion of the Vincent trial. The feeling is one 
of intense indignation, and found expression 
in a secret meeting, at which a ¢omimittece of 
fifteen were appointed to take the matter in 
charge, The cause is the result of the pubdli- 
cation in the Herald, anegro weekly published 
here, by one Dukes, who was a yery prominent 
republican politician in Selma some years ago. 
He is very black, has asmattering of education 
‘and is very impndent. Lately he has been 
publishing villanious flings at the white peo 
ple, advocating social equality, and inciting 
the negroes to impudence and violence. The 
crowning act of villainy was published on Sat- 
urday as following: 

Every day orso we read of lynching some negrTo 
for outraging some white woman. Why is it that 
white women attract negro men now more than in 
former days? There was atime when sucha thing 
was unheard of. There isa secret to this thing, and 
we greatly suspect itis the growing appreciation of 
the white Juliet for the colored Romeo, as he be- 
comcs moreand more intelligent and refined. If 
something is not done to break up these lynchings 
it will be so after awhile that they will lynch every 
colored man that looks ata white woman with a 
twinkle in his eye. 

At an impromptu meeting today, it was evi- 
dent that the- community had determined to 
permit this no longer. A committee of fifteen 
was appointed to wait on Dukes, and notify 
him to leave town in twelve hours, on the pen- 
alty of being elevated on som@ tree limb. 
Dukes could not be found at his office or home, 
and it is learned that he has left the city. His 
friends said he would return on Friday, but 
did not know his whereabouts. The impres- 
sion is that Dukes got an inkling of the indig- 
nation he had aroused by his infamous course 
and fled. Itis well he did so. The temper of 
the community at present could not be con- 
strained, and if Dukes had not left he would 
have been hung tonight. 


VINCENTIN PAIN, 


His Terrible Torture Under His Second 
Trial. 

Montcomery, Ala., August 15.—[Special. | 
The second case against Vincent was resumed 
today. Thestate had alarge number of wit- 
nesses, but only used five. The defense again 
put Vincent onthe stand, and was most un- 
fortunate. He positively declared that the nine 
thousand dollars he shipped Mohr, Hanneman 
& Co.,New Orleans,lith of March, was his own 
money and that he had never used, for his 
personal benefit, a dollar of the state’s money. 
He was cross-examined by Colonel Tompkins, 
who opened a rapid battery of questions, under 
which the unfortunate man suffered terribly. 
The inconsistencies of his statement were fully 
revealed and the fact developed that Vincent, 
according to hisown evidence, invested ‘argely 
in cotion, stocks and bonds. He made and 
lost, yet could not recollect what his profits 
or losses were, the amounts of his investments 
or dates. In brief, he had no definite remem- 
brance of anything. Everything was 
very vague. It was pitiable to witness 
him under this terrible inquisitional 
torture of Tompkins, and great beads of pers- 
piration stood out on his forehead. Sympathy 
was expressed for him, as many believe that 
he had no fraudulent intention atall, and he 
had undoubtedly suffered a great deal men- 
tally. The examination has developed won- 
deriul looseness about the method of conduct- 
ing the state’s business, else Vincent could not 
have handled this money in the way he did. 
Several of Vincent’s positive statements were 
subsequently contradicted by the state’s wit- 
nesses. At one o’clock the testimony was all 
in, and argument was opened by. Mr. Lomax 
for the state, followed by Mr. Falkner and 
Governor Watts for the defense. Governor 
Watts spoke three hours, closing at the hour 
of adjournment, Colonel Watkins will close 
for te state tomorrow. 


SCHOENBERG’S SWINDLING., 
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A Brewer Forges Paperfor a Large Amount 
of Money. 

PHILADELPHIA, August 15.—The mystery 
which has been thrown around the departure 
from this city of Emil Scheonberg, who has 
for sometime been supposed to be a partner of 
John F.Betz, millionaire brewer, insome of his 
enterprises, is gradually being cleared up and 
the statement is made that he is a forger fora 
large amount. He was supposed to have been 
associated with Betz in the construction of a 
new operahouse in the northwestern part of 
the city, and was holder ofstock to the amount 
of $25,000, and made presidentof the Ger- 
mania brewing company, a new corporation, 
Betz makes the declaration point blank that 
Schoenberg has _ forged his name, 
and intends to have him ar 
rested if he is found. Schoenberg 
was interested in a good many enterprises, but 
every asset he had was hypothecated for loans, 
along with much forged paper, bogus collater- 
al being in most instances of much greater 
face value than the genuine collateral. New 
victims continue to show up. The heaviest 
losers so faras known are: eines Betz, di- 
rect loss $80,000 and liability for$70,000 more ; 
S. K. Nester, a wealthy banker of Geneva, N. 
Y., about $90,000; David W. Stewart, $15,000; 
E. F. Poulterer, $7,000; Brewer Yuengling, of 
New York, $5,000. Available assets are 
Schoenberg's house and some negotiable col- 
lateral, but the margin between the assets and 
liabilities will be $175,000, representing results 
of Schoenberg’s diplomacy.

Arrest of Two Men Charged With Settin 

Fire to the Bridge. 

Cuicago, August 15.—The Times today has 
a dispatch siating that two men have been ar- 
rested on the charge of being the incendiaries 
who caused the Chatsworth horror. The au- 
thority given for the information is a man 
named L. Dobbs, who has been working for 
some time past for a farmer named Norris 
Kenoya about three miles from Kentland, Ind.

A News special from Chatsworth says: A 
statement was made by J. T. Bullard, a citi- 
zen highly respected, to a reporter today.

Whilst they were there engaged Will climbed 
up to where a gun was onthe wall, took it 
down and approached the girls, saying, in an 
angry manner, that he was going to shoot them 
both. He cocked both hammers and pointed 
the weapon at the girls, whereupon his sister 
Lizzie ran up to him, canght him by the arms 
and implored him notto kill them. He finally 
yielded to his sister’s entreaties and consented 
to put the gun back inits place. While let- 
ting down the hammers one of them slipped 
and discharged the gun, which was loaded 
with buckshot. A part of the charge took 
efiect in Lizzie Montgomery’s arm, and the 
balance lodged in Alice Huey’s left breast, kill- 
ing her instantly.

Mr. Calvin's bill, introduced in the house

Thirty days from the 
date of their appointment the members meet 
at tlre capital, under call of the governor, and 
organize by electing one of their number secre- 
tary, and draw for their respective terms of 
service, viz.: three for six years, four for four 
ears, and three for two years. Thereafter, 
iennially the governor shall appoint three 
directors for six years. This board locates the 
stations and makes the necessary rules for him. 
The specific object of the experiment stations, 
a; set forth in the bill, is to determine the ca- 
picity of new plants for acclimation; the ma- 
narial value of fertilizers and composts; test- 
sig the purity and vitality of seeds; examin- 
_ ing grasses and other plants; investigating the 
rowth, requirements and comparative value 
of different crops; studying the economic pro- 
duction of milk and butter; and of conducting 
guch other tests, investigations and exper'!- 
ments in the field as may bear upon ques- 
tions” connected vith either j 
or the . practice o agriculture. 

The board is authorized to employ a super- 
intendent, and such other employes as may 
be necessary. The sum of $10,000, or 60 much 
as may be necessary, is appropriated for this 
purpose. The board is required to make bi- 
ennia! reports to the governor, and quarterly, 
through the department of agriculture, to pub- 

lish the results achieved at the stasions.

Macon, Ga., August 14,.—[Special.]—The 
fifteenth annual report of the Bibb county 
board of education is just out. The oftiers of 
the board are James T. Nisbet; president; R. 
A. Nisbet, vice-president; J. H. Hertz, secre- 
tary; J. W. Burk, treasurer,and B. M. Zettler, 
superintendent. 

There are twelve members and three ex- 
officio members. The roll comprises some of 
the best men in the city: J. W. Burk, R. W. 
Cubbedge, J. W. Cabaniss, T. C. Dempsey, J. 
J. Gresham, G. W. Gustin, J. H.. Hertz, 
Jamos T. Nisbet, R. A. Nisbet, Virgil Powers, 
TD. Tinsley and E. Winship. Ex-ofticio, J. 
A. McManus, ordinary; 8S. B. Price, mayor of 
Wacon:T. J. Simmons, judge of superior 
court. 

The treasurer's report recites that the In- 
crease of expense over the previous year 
amounts to $4,067.23, and the limit of needs 
has not been reached, owing to continued ap- 
plication for new schools, assistant teachers 
and deserved The inci- 
dental fund increased $79.85 over the previous 
year, but still fell short of the requirements. 
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Cash on hand 

This makes a deficit 
compared with the preceding year, of $1,050.21, 
showing that the experste were that much 
heavier the past-yeaT than the year previous, 

The president’s report sets forth the fact 
that the county commissioners have approved 
the assessment of $30,009 for the support of the 
schools, making an increase of $5,000 over that 
of former years. 

This report alsospeaks with favor of the 
concentration of the publie schools in Rutland, 
which has been so successful that Godfrey and 
Hazzard will adopt the same plan, so that the 
country will soon be supplied with school fa- 
cilities equal to those enjoyed by the city. 

The appointment of Mr. D. Q. Abbott as 
assistant superintendent will give Superinten- 
dent Zettler a chance of paying more attention 
to the country schools, in the interest of which 
he has been an untiring worker. 

The colored people will be better accommo- 
dated by the building of a new schoolhouse on 
Lamar street at an early day. 

There will be a new high school building 
erected for the use of the high school, which is 
earnestly recommended by President Nisbet. 
In conclusion, he compliments the tax-payers 
of Ribbon the continued prosperity of the 
public schools. 

Superintendent Zettler’s report sets forth 
the fact that the number of teachers was in- 
creased by five the past year, the enrolment of 
pupils reached four thousand seven hundred 
and forty-seven, an increase of three hundrsd 
and six over the year previous. 

Accommodations were increased by occupy- 
ing theeighth room of the Orange street 
schoo!, and by adding a new room _ to 
the north Macon’ colored school, the 
cost of which was largely raised by 
private subscriptions,the city council donating 
the remainder. Giles school house was also 
enlarged to nearly double its former capacity. 

The people of Walden erected during 
gear a large’ buildiug, consisting of two largé 
rooms and a hat room annex, which was 

ainted and furnished with patent desks by 
he board. 

Duersville colored school was opened during 
the year, and Moffet school was closed on ac- 
count of Walden high school, and Hamlen 
school closed on account of small attendance.

TOM'S REMARKS ABOUT HIS CONDITION. 


He Denounces His Wife as # Hussy, Be- 
moans His Poverty and Curses 
Those Who Owe Him. 


Bottnaproke, Ga., August 15.—[{Special.]— 
Colonel Albert Y. Harris gives some inter- 
esting facts concerning Tom Woolfolk and his 
crime. He says: < 

‘For the past few months I have lived in 
Monroe county, within a short distance of the 
Woolfolk family, and have during that time 
often seen Tom Woolfolk and heard him talk 
upon various topics. Just two weeks before 
the murder he came by the plantation store 
driving a little calf which he had taken for 
debt, to Macon. As there were several gentle- 
men sitting at the store he mopne’ and began 
talking about the = in his condition, re- 
marking that if he could call back eight years 
he wonldn’t be walking up and down 
the .‘big road’ behind a calf, but would 
have. a pocket full of money and 
driving a fine horse. He said that he had not 
béen 

TREATED RIGHT BY HIS FATHER, 
and that it looked like that when he started 
down hill every foot was raised to kick him 
and no friendly hand to help him. . He cursed 
those who owed him, and, in truth, indulged 
in a most bitter tirade against mankind at 
large. Finally he turned around and very ab- 
ruptiy absicon H- that he was a d—n fool for 
ever marrying—that he married the meanest 
hussy on earth and that he had cursed her out 
several times, and he would have to frail her 
her before he was done. This last remark 
caused considerable surprise among those pres- 
ent and at the time I put him down as either 
a fool ora most depraved wretch. He con- 
tinned talking for some time, at 
times advancing some as fine 
ideas concerning business as I ever heard, and 
then in the same breath break off into some 
foolish-expression. Ihave talked with a num- 
ber of his schoo] mates and they all agree in 
the opinton that Tom Woolfolk was by no 
means a dull boy in his studies. They say 
that he possessed a very peculiar disposition, 
morose, selfish and at times extremely petu- 
lant. He liked to be alone rather than upon 
the play ground. As a young man he» was 
given todrink and was considered by those 
who knew him best to be a dangerous charac- 
ter. About seven years ago he fell 
IN LOVE WITH A YOUNG LADY 
in the neighborhood and his attentions were re- 
pulsed by both herself and her family. Upon 
one occasion he went to see her, and was in- 
formed at the door by the young lady’s sister 
that she could not see him. At this he flew 
into a passion, and swore he would kill her if 
she didn't come down and see him. He was 
ordered off the place, and finally went, still de- 
claring his intention of killing her the minute 
he-laid his eyes onher. Soon after he went off 
the little affair passed quietly away to nothing- 
ness, One day he remarked to me that.he 
would 
GET UP IN THE WORLD SOMF DAY, 
and then he would haye more friends than 
he needed. This was about three 
weeks before the murder, and who 
knows but what the smouldering embers of 
lis horrible revenge was even then almost burst- 
ing into tlame—no, Tom Woolfolk was almost 
crazed by depression—a new wife whom he 
didn’t love upon his hands, with not enough 
money in his purse to buy a drink of whisky ; 
to a degree shunned by his family; an outcast 
from decent society; daily coming in contact 
with the scenes of his former prosperity; his 
first thought was suicide, but then camethe 
thought of revenge and that to his morbid 
and diseased brain was sweet and so counting 
not the cost, gave to the world and history 
A CRIME WITHOUT A PARALLEL. 

Sane or insane, this people here will be sat- 
isfied with nothing on earth save his life, and 
had not the enormity of the crime over- 
awed the people, the day after the murder he 
would never have left the scene of his work.

A Region Without Capital. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson recently delivered 
an address in Boston, in the course of which 
he said: 

There is agreat piece of the south that I have 
spoken of, the middie mountain section, bigger than 
Great Britain and ireland together; it has a better 
climate than Boston, better soil than Massachu- 
setts, plenty of trees, plenty of water, iron, coal, 
copper, lead, all soris of things. If you went there 
you'd haye to work for yourseives; you couldn't 
help it; you couldn’t work for wages Lecause there 
isn’t much capital, and there would be no capital- 
iss to hire you. There are 2,000,000 or 3,000,000 peo- 
ple down there who work for themselves; they 
spin their own yarn, they weave their own clothes, 
they cut their own wood, they make their own fur- 
niture, they hoe theirown corn, they distill their 
own whisky (moonshine “kind), they build’their 
own houses out of logs, they are free to do just as 
they like; and they work agreat dca! harder than 
you do; and trey have hardly enough. to eat, drink 
and wear, because there is little or nocapital there 
to help them. 

This is a pretty gloomy picture, and it 
may be overdrawn, but there is enongh 
trutli in it to set people to thinking. The 
region described by Mr. Atkinson is rich 
in natural advantages, but natural ad- 
vantages are worthless when they 
are inaccessible, Within the past few 
years railroads have niade their way into 
our ‘‘middle mountain section,’ and the 
wilderness is beginning to blossom as the 
rose. New towns and cities have been 
built, manufacturing enterprises have been 
started, and the farmers, under the stimu- 
lus of home markets, and with the aid of 
transportation facilities, are beginning to 
prosper. 

Perhaps all this suggests that nothing 
can be done without railroads. This is 
about the size of it. Capital does not pro- 
to be jolted over mountain wagon

Hilario Selva, a retired merchant, at present 
and for some years past an extensive coffee planter 
of Nicaragua, idat the Brooklyn. He has between 
60,000 and 70,000 ¢coffse trees, and harvests a great 
crop, for which he is now seeking a market in San 
Francisco. Hitherto he has shipped to England, but 
he said yesterday that although the English had 
plenty of money which they wou'd readily put in 
coffee, yet there was a disposition to squeeze the 
grower toomuch, Mr. Selva isa native of Nicara- 
gua, and riephew of ex-President Don Fernando 
Guzman, present minister of foreign affairs. 

“The Nicaragua canal, about which you have 
heard so much,” said Mr, Sétva, ‘will soori be fin- 
ished. The president of Nicaragua told me three 
days before I sailed for San Francisco onthe San 
Blas that by next November the American chief en- 
gineer, Menocal, who has charge of the work, would 
have surveyed the route with a corps of men, and 
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$100,000 required has been deposited. Engineer 
Menocal, whom Lémnow very well, and all engineers 
tell me that we will be able to complete the canal 
with half the money already spent on the Panama 
canal, and that we will be able to complete it easily 
in four years, The Panama canal has alreatly cost 
$.0),000;000 and will cost $200,000,000 more, and my 
opinion is that it will not be finishedat all, unles#the 
French government takes itin hand. Front $80;000,- 
000 to $120,000,000 will easily complete the Nitdra- 
gua canal, The route will be from’ Graystown, on 
the Atlantic border, sixty milesup the San Juan 
| river to Granada, a town on Lake Nicaragua; 

thence west the lake extends 120 miles, nearly all 
of which is navigable for big ships; thence to the 
Pacific ocean is but four leagues, or twelve miles. 
The canal will be wide enough for two ships. 

“Granada, aforesaid, has 15,000 people. Manazua, 
the capital, has also 15,000, and Leon, the largest, 
bat some 35.000, but it isnot growing so rapidly as 
others. There are 400,000 civilized people in Nic ir- 
agua, 20,000 savages and 80,000 half-wild. 

“The five republics of Central America have land 
enough for 50,000,000 people—more than all the pop- 
ulation of France. Of these five so-catled republics, 
only one, Nicaragua, is a real republic. The others 
are ruled by tyrants—all of them. General Bar- 
rillos, for instance, never will give up the presiden- 
cy except by force. 

“In Nicaragha the women, and even thechil- 
dren, take great interest in polities—far more than 
your people do, even in the United States. Weare 
the most significant example of this. 

‘People outside think we haven’t anything munch 
in Central America. There’s where they are mis- 
taken. We have the most beautiful towns, and 
many of the most finished people you ever saw. 
Granada is largely a European town. In Guatemala 
there isa theater far surpassing anything in San 
Francisco, and almost anywhere else in the coun- 
try. lspent some four years in traveling in Europe, 
after I graduated from the European university, 
and I neyer saw anything to scarcely equal it.’’

Epirors Constitution: I see in the pub- 
lished proceedings of the legislature that Mr. Dean 
has introduced a billin the senate, which, if it te- 
comes a law, will authorize the sale of the Western 
and Atlanticrailroad. ‘This is a matterjof such great 
magnitude and impoftance to the people of the 
whole state, thatitshould be thorotigly discussed 
to and by them. before any final action is taken on 
the subject by their chosen representatives. This + 
road has been, and is now, of great value tothe 
people of this state, and should not be sold without 
express authority from them: 

ndividually, | am opposed to thesale of the road, 
and I believe a large majority of the votersof the 
state are also opposed to its sale. 

My object is not to give the many reasons which 
could given, why the road should 
not be sold, but, to offer some 
reasons why the present legislature should not pass 
8 ne for the absolute and unconditional sale of the 
road. 

There has been no issue of sale or no sale, except 
in a few instances, so far as 1 know or have heard, 
made¢ before the people, and wherever it has been 
— the verdict has been against the sale of the 
road. 

Governor Gordon stands pledged to the people to 
Lins 3 measure looking tothe saleof the State 
road, * 

That pledge and his opposition to the modification 
of railroad law were two of the most prominent is- 
sues made in his canvass for governor, and on these 
and other issues hewas overwhelmingly elected. 
The members of the present legislature, so far as I 
know, are similarly pledged. Sure it isthat the 
senator from this, the séth senatorial district, 
ani the member of the house from this 
county are pledged to vote against 
any bill authorizing the sale of the State road. The 
directors of a rail road, owncd by a private corpora- 
tion, would hardly sell the road and its franchise, 
without express authority from the stockholders, | 
for the simple reason that they are the agents of the 
stockholders. Forthe same reason the legislature, 
the meinbers of which are the servants and agents 
of the real stockholders of the State road, who are 
the people of Georgia, shoald not sell or authorize 
the sale'of the road, without express authority from 
them, for that purpose. Ifthe legislature must-do 
something looking tothe sale ofthe State road, let 
it pass a law providing for the submissiom of the 
“sale’’ or ‘no sale’’ of the road, to the qualified yvot- 
ers of the state and let them say bv their votes, 
whether this magnificent property shall be sold or 
not. This would be the correct solution of th 
question and would give general satisfaction.

When tl e sun went down Isaw a thousand jets of 
electric flame rising f-om t ie wires down the moun-' 
tain. I went outdoors. Myhairroseup. My mus- 
tache poked into my nose.

When I held them, 
down the flames disappeared. I walked up and 
down with my hands in the air, ag excited as aj 
child. When I came under the telegraph wire the 
flames went out where I was and disappeared be/ 
fore and behind me. This “storm” lasted half ag 
hour.” 

But from Sergeant Dey’s talk, there are real dans 
gers on the mountain, Once in wintertime he dee 
scended the great crater, for Pike’s Feak is an exe 
tinct voleano. Half way down the side of the crates 
he slipped, and in a moment shot several hundred 
feet along the slippery surface of loose snow, saving 
himseif by catching on a bowlder.

Captain Arthur Lewis, commander of the 
Inman line steamer City of Chester, which arrived 
here Friday, reports that on Wednesday froin lati- 
tude forty-one degrees fifty minutes, longitude fifty- 
nine degrees west, until soundings were re ached ory 
George’s shoal, the gulf stream was very strong, and 
the highest temperature of it was seventy-cight de- 
grees Fahrenheit.

CHICAGO, Aucust 15~There was a fair sized crowd 
fn all the pits today on 'change, though the bulk of 
speculative business seemed inclined to continue 
cetitering in corn.

Wheat operators, who had calculated upon a fur- 
ther advance today, in anticipation of a decrease in 
the visible supply, were somewhat disappointed. 
This, however, can be accounted for from the fact 
that offerings were quite large dueing the first hour 
of the session. Parties who had bought during 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday of last week, feeling 
satisfied with small profits, were selling out their 
holdings, and this caused a weak feeling. Prices, 
after opening about 44c higher, therefore, soon began 
to decline, and a reduction of 5ge occurred. Atthis 
point the the decline was checked, and the market 
again showed strength, prices recovering 44@‘%c 
and closed about %e lower than Saturday. The 
visible supply showed a decrease of 920,000 bushels, 
against an iucrease last year of 1,748,000 bushels, 

For oats there was a decline of 4@c in the spec- 
ulative market. Orders were not large, and trading 
was only moderate, Large arrivals of oats, an in- 
crease in stocks and a lower market for corn caused 
prices to decline. After declining the feeling was 
steadier, and there was a partial reaction. 

A quiet and rather dull feeling prevailed in the 
market for hog products, and lower prices were ac- 
cepted for the leading speculative articles, particu- 
larly for longer deliveries. Local operators were 
inclined to sell, and some outside orders of the same 
character were received, while the demand from all 
sources svas limited, buying being credited chiefly to 
shorts. Recetpts of hogs were light and prices 
higher, but this feature appeared to have noinflu- 
ence on the course of prices. The steadiness in 
corn was regarded rather unfavorably, especially by 
those who were inclined to the bear side of the mar- 
ket for new products. Trading was chiefly in con- 
tracts for September, October and January. January 
pork fell off 15c, lard 5¢ and short ribs 124c.

Bibb County Citizens Ask for a 
Speedy Trial of Woolfolk. 


A CONVICT WRITES A “BILLADOO.” 


Matters of Interest that Happened About 
the State House and the Courts Yes- 
terday—Other Departments. 


A number of - interesting matters were ton- 
sidered atthe executive oftice yesterday by 
Governor Gordon. Two petitions were re- 
ceived-from Bibb county asking that Woolfolk 
be given a speedy trial, and a convict confined 
in the Dade mines wrote a personal _ letter to 
the governor in regard ito his confinement. 
Other matters of note are recorded below. 

The Governor and His Cabinet. 

THE INTERSTATE AGRICULTURAL convention 
assembles today at DeGive’s opera house, and 
as Governor Gordon will be the temporary 
chairman of that body, he will not be at his 
oftice during the morning hours. It is proba- 
ble that the governor will spend a couple of 
hours, from eight until ten o’clock, at his desk 
before going tothe convention. A prominent 
delegate stated last night that the governor 
would be made the permanent president of the 
convention, provided he permitted his name to 
be mentioned in that capacity. Georgia had 
been the leading factor in- calling the conven- 
tion, and it was. generally believed that the 
state was entitled tothe highest office, anda 
general desire was manifested that the govern- 
or should take it, but it was feared that his 
business was of such anature that he would be 
compelled to refuse. 

It is rnmored that the governor has in pre- 
paration an address that he proposes to make 
to the people of Georgia within the next ten 
days in regard to the approathing constitution- 
al centennial celebration at Philadelphia in 
September. The twelve other original states 
will have magnificent military and civic repre- 
sentations, and Governor Gordon, jealous al- 
ways of the honor and good name of the state, 
isespecially anxious that the empire state of 
the south should have a magnificent, or, at 
least, a creditable, representation on that occa- 
sion. While the address has not been made 
public, nor its contests been intimated to any 
one about the executive oftice, ‘it is generally 
understood that the pédple of Georgia will be 
asked to exert themselves in the matter, and, 
if possible, send a large delegation to the *‘City 
of Brotherly Love.’’ : 

@Jupce James T. Nisset, the governor’s 
private secretary, forwarded to Secretary of 
State Bayard yesterday two printed copies of 
the constitution of 1877 of the state of Geor- 
gia. Some time ago, the governor was asked 
to furnish the oftice of the secretary of state at 
Washington with copies of the constitution. 
The amendments that have recently been 
made to the organic law of the state, and rati- 
fied by the people at the ‘last election were 
sent in manuscript form along with the print- 
ed constitution. ‘Fhere was also forwarded 
yesterday tothe Hon. W. L. Trenholm, comp- 
troller of the currency, the bank returns that 
have recently been made to the executive 
oftice as required by law. Governor Gordon 
issued an executive order yesterday laying out 
with suitable metes and bounds a new militia 
district in DeKalb county, which was num- 
bered the 1416th. . sia ; 

GOVERNOR GORDON RECEIVED yesterday a 
petition from fifty-one citizens of Bibb couauty, 
from Macon, Hazzards and Warrior districts, 
praying that he would order that Thomas G. 
Woolfolk, ‘‘the supposed nfurderer of Richard 
I’. Woolfolk, Sr,, Mrs. Mattie Woolfolk, R. F. 
Woolfolk, Jr., Susan Pearl Woolfolk, Annie 
Woolfolk, Rosebud Woolfolk, Charles Wool- 
folk, Mattie Woolfolk, and Mrs. Temperance 
West, Sr., be given a special and speedy trial.”’ 
A second petition worded exactly Hike tie first 
was also received ; this was signed by fifty-six 
citizens. Secretary Nisbet was instructed by 
the governor to reply to both petitions, which 
he did by saying in substance: ‘The judge of 
the superior court Is alone authorized to call a 
special term of the superior court of- Bibb 
county for the trialof Woolfolk. The law 
gives to this judicial ofticer full discretion in 
the premises, and it would be improper for the 
executive to attempt to control him in the ex- 
ercise of that discretion, even by a suggestion.’’ 

THERE ARRIVED AT the executive office yes- 
terday, all the way from New Zealand, two 
copies of the Auckland Daily Star, one dated 
June 22d, 1887, and the other July 14th, 1887. 
In one journal there was an article marked 
which was an account of a dinner given by the 
mayor of Auckland on the occasion of the 
queen’s anniversary. Among the names of 
those present on that occasion was ‘‘E. Par- 
sons,’’ and about this black lines were drawn 
calling attention to-it.. It seems that fifteen 
or twenty years ago, Mr Parsons was aresident 
of Atlanta, and was prominent in political aud 
commercial life in the city then. Removing 
to New Zealand, it seems that he acquired an 
enviable prominence there, and notwithstand- 
ing the many thousand miles of sea and land 
that separate him from his old home, he still 
remembers that he once had friends and associ- 
ates here who will be glad to learn of his good 
fortune. 

A convict AT Coe City, Dade county, Ga., 
wrote the following letter to Governor Gordon 
yesterday: 

“ Governor Gorden, Dear Sir, as I am in prison, and 
my sentence is life, | therefore ask and assistance if 
there is any possible chance for me. My charge 
was arson. I was tried and 6 nvicted in Cedartown, 
Polk county, Ga., and have been here nearly 4 years 
and was sentened for three years, and as there was 
conspiracy against me, and as lam an innocent 
prisoner, t have taken the rk py ra upon my- 
self to ask a reliefofsome kind from you. Hoping 
to hear from this urging billadoo at your earliest 
convenience. Your humble servant, 

ELIJAH YOUNG. 

A postcript to the letter states that Elijah 
was sent up for life from Polk county for an 
attempt to burn the Polk county jail in trying 
to make his escape. The governor is getting 
to have quite a correspondence with the con- 
victs, as he has during the past few months 
received, in one way and another quite a num- 
ber of lettersfrom them. 

THE GOVERNOR RECEIVED on yesterday the 
resignation of S. T. Wallace, notary public of 
the 880th district, G. M., Forsyth county, and 
no other resignations were received during the 
day, and no commissions were issued and sev- 
eral vacancies exist throughout the state in 
offices filled by executive appoint- 
inent, and it is believed that the 
governor wil] make some nominations in a few 
days. Yesterday was a comparatively quiet 
day at the exeentive office, few gallers asking 
for audiences with the goverfior. Among 
those who did cal], however, were Representa- 
tive E. G. Simmons and family, Sumter 
county; State Senators J. 8. James and T. J. 
Livingstone, Colonel John 8S. Candler, and E. 
C. Brush, Philadelphia.

ONE BOY USES A KNIFE ON ANOTHER. 
Elijah Franklin Seriously Knifed by Henry 
Wyatt at the Willow Tree Church 
Last Night--The Details. 


NEGROES 


Two small thirteen-year-old negro boys gave | 


members of the police department quite an 
amount of extra work about one o'clock this 
morning. About that time the telephone was 
opened and Mr. John Stephens, of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph company, said; 

“Send the ’riah out to the Willow Tree 
church on Green’s Ferry avenue, quick.”’ 

“What's the matter?” asked the officer. 

‘One negro boy has killed another. A ne- 
gro came up from the church just now and, 
telling me that much, asked me to phone for 
the wagon. Good night; I’m sleepy,” and the 
connection was broken, 

Captain Crim with: Call Officer Thomson 
went out with the wagon. They reached the 
church just before two o’clock. 
A motley crowd was. standing in front of the 
church on the steps andinthe street. It was 
made up of men, women and children, and 
considerable excitement was apparent to the 
officers as the wagon drove up. 
the porch they found a small 
gro boy named Edgar Franklin, 
ugly wound in the side of his head, 
under the right eye was bleeding profusely, 
while a large lump on the jaw disfigured the 
face. The boy had bled a great deal and his 
clothes were saturated with blood. Around 
him and over him were a dozen negro women, 
all moaning and crying as though the boy 
were dying. His groans and cries added 
to the disagreeable noise and made 
the ofticers think foul murder 
had been done. Within three feet of the boy 
four large negro men were holding another 
boy. The boy was small—not half as large as 
either man, but each man had a death grip on 
him. The officers hustled the boy—Henry 
Wyatt by name, into the wagon and then learn- 
ed the story. The negroes had fallen out about 
a negro girl and fought in the church while 
the fair was in progress. Wyatt first struck 
Franklin on the side of the head with a stone 
and then drove a knife into his cheek. ‘The 
blade broke off and the wound is a bad one. 
The row broke up the fair and the small negro 
was captured. After the otiicers 
took charge of Wyatt, Franklin was 
taken to his home and a _ physician 
was sent for. The point of the knife was 
taken out.and the wounds dressed. 

The boy’s condition is serious, but not dan- 
gerous. After Wyatt was locked up, he was 
asked about the row. He answered: 

**We fell out about a lady, but I don’t care 
to say any more, till I consult my attorney.’’
